Ceihng No. 24 and Side Walls No. 33. 

Ceiling No. 20 and Side Walls No. 24, 28, 31, 
33, 48, 49, 54, 56. 

Ceihng No. 26 and Side Walls No. 20, 24, 31, 



Ceihng No. 22 and Side Walls No. 21, 28, 29, 
31, 56. 

Ceiling No. 52 and Side Walls No. 28, 31, 33, 
48, 54, 56. 

Ceihng White and Side Walls No. 20, 21, 22, 
23, 24, 26, 28, 29, 31, 52, 54. 

Both Ceiling and Side Walls may be coated 
with white only, or with any one of these tints : 
Nos. 20, 22, 23, 24, 26, 28, 29, 31, 48, 52. If 
more elaborate effects are wanted, stencils may 
be used and may be bought of us, as we carry 
a large variety of patterns. Please note that 
by intermixing tints or toning down regular 
tints with white Alabastine an endless variety 
of new ones may be produced, also by using 
white Alabastine as a fuse special tints may be 
secured.
